Staff participated in the Los Angeles County Registrar-Recorder/ County Clerk Summit where the 
Government and Legislative Affairs Team provided updates and obtained feedback regarding the Vote 
Center Models to be implemented in 2020 and the status of the new Voting Solutions for All People (VSAP) 
system development. 

Neighborhood Council Elections 

The City Clerk was informed on July 24 that the team who designed and developed the online Neighborhood 
Council (NC) Vote-By-Mail application system has won the 2018 Outstanding IT Project Award to be 
presented at the Los Angeles Digital Government Summit on August 28. This is the 4th consecutive year 
this department has won this award. 

Staff attended a Board of Neighborhood Council (BONC) meeting on Monday, July 23 to hear feedback 
from the community on Council member Ryu’s proposed NC Election changes. 

Candidate and voter qualification requirements are being updated and maps for all NCs that will participate 
in the 2019 election cycle are being finalized.
